Mr. .Abd- 
elghani arrived Monday for a three-day visit and sources said 
Kuwait was likely to ask Algeria to renew mediation efforts to end 
the three-year-old war. On Lebanon, both sides agreed the cou- 
ntry's problems should be solved through a national dialogue and 
not by force of arms. Official sources said Tuesday's talks also 
covered bilateral relations and ways to develop them.

New snag hits efforts 
for Lebanon peace 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The ceasefire in Leb- 
anon entered its eighth day Tuesday after a 
night of sporadic gnnbattles while the army 
suffered more defections, and national rec- 
onciliation efforts hit a new snag when a 
leading opposition leader said the gov- 
ernment should first revoke the Lebanese- 
Israeli troop withdrawal pact. 


However, state-run Beirut 
Radio said that the ^vemment 
was pressing ahead with hs plans 
for a cooferenoe probably to be 
. held in Saudi Arabia on Thursday^ 
bringing together leadm of the 
Lebanese warring factions. 

Former President Suleiman 
Fcanjieh, one of the 11 poUiicaans 
invited to the proposed talks, told 
a press conference in the northern 
town of Zgharca: “Until this (the 
Lebanese-lsraeli troop 
withdrawal) agreement is 
cancelled, any diafogue, any talk 
of meering, is out of the quesekm 
in my personal opinion.” 

The statement appeared to 
refiect a sudden change of heart by 
.Mr. Fraajieiu who was .Monday 
quoted a saying he had no 
objections to attending the 
proposed “national reconciliarion 
conference, anyrime, an^ place.” 
The conference idea is part of 
the Sept. 25 ceasefire agreement 
which ended about ritree weeksM . 
fightmg between-the Lebanese 
army and Syrian-backed- 
xnsurgents allied to Mr,. Franjieh. 

Presidential palace sources said 
.Monday the talks could start in 
Saudi Arabia on Thursday but 
Arab diplomatic sources here said 
they knew of no practical 
preparations. 

Hopes for an eaHy dialogue 
have alreatfy been set back by a 
dispute over the new civil 


administration announced by 
Druze leader Walid Junblatt for 
the Druze-held Shouf mountains. 

Mr. Junblatt, whose Druze 
militias were the Lebanese army’s 
mam opponents in last month’s 
fighting, is allied to Mr. Fianjieh 
and former ftime MinisterRashid 
Karami in the pro-Syrian 
“National Salvation Front.” 

The front has said it wants the 
Lebaoese-lsraeli agreement at the 
top of the conference agenda, but* 
Mr. Franjieh’s statement was the 
first to come close to making its: 
abrogation a condition for 
attending. 

Mr. Franjieh, a Maroniie 
Christian like all Lebanese 
presidents, is dose to Damascus, 
which denounced the agreement 
on the grounds that H would turn 
Lebanon into an Israeli 
protectorate. 

Lebanese businessman Rafiq 
Hariri, an associate of Saudi 
mediator Prince Bandar Ibn 
Suhan. visited -Mr. Franjieh in his 
north Lebanese fiefdom .Monday 
and presidential palace sources 
stud he gave an optimistic report 
to the Lebanese government. 

.Mr. Franjieh said they 
concentrated on the venue for the 
proposed conference but he 
refiised to el^forate. 

The foriher president, who has a 
blood feud with the family of 
President Amin Gemayel, said he 


/thought the conference idea was 
designed to divert aitention from 
“crimes .committed in the 
mountains by the same party to 
which the ruler belongs.” 

Until he was elected president 
last year, Mr. Gemayel belonged 
to the right-wing Christian 
Falangist Party, which was 
founded by his father Pierre. 

Syria adds oonditioii 

Syria also appeared Tuesday to 
add a condition for the pull-out of 
its troops from Lebanon, linking h 
to the withdrawal of the 
multinational peace-keeping 
force in Beirut. 

Cnlture Minister Najah Anar 
wrote in' the pro-govemmem 
newspaper Tishrin; “Syria’s 
position is clear and irrevocable. 
The withdrawal of its troops is 
linked to the pullout of l^eli 
forces and forces from the 
four-nation peace-keeping 
force.” 

The article marked the first lime 
Damascus has linked Syrian 
withdrawal to a pullout of the 
multinational force — made of 
contingents from the United 
States. France. Italy and Britain. 

On the southern outskirts of 
Beirut Tuesday, a security 
committee grouping the army and 
three militias met again to stabilise 
the ei^-day-old ceasefire. 

ArSlery and gun banles broke 
out between the army and gunmen 
in mainfy Shf ite Muslim pans of 
south Beirut Monday id the most 
serious violation of the ceasefire 
so far. But on Tuesday, only brief 
bursts of rifle fire were heard 
there. 

Press reports said four people 
died in the clashes Monday and 
some identified the gunmen as 
radical pro-Iranian Shf hes rather 
than members of the mainstream 
ShTite militia Araal. which still 
controls large areas in the suburbs. 
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Israel 
concerned 
over Syria 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
MinL«a er-derignate Yitzhak Sha- 
mir Tuesday expressed concern to 
U.S. .Middle East envoy Robert 
McFarlane over increase Syrian 
involvement in Lebanese affoiis, a 
senior official here said Tuesday. 

He also stressed Isiaefs une- 
quivocal commitnient to a May 
agreement reached between Isr- 
. aeL the Lebanese government and 
the United States on a complete 
withdrawal of all foreign forces, 
the Israeli official said. 

.Mr. McFarlane arrived here 
unexpectedly Monday night to 
brief IstmU leaders on dev- 
elopments in Lebanon. He ret- 
urned to.'Beirut Tuesday morning 
after seeing Mr. Shamir, Defence 
.Minister Moshe Arens and other 
senior government ^ures. 

It was the first visit to Israel ^ 
.Mr. McFarlane since Israel wit- 
hdrew its troops to southem Leb- 
anon last month, predphating fie- 
rce fighting between rival Leb- 
anese facdoos. 

.Mr. Shamir told Mr. McFarlane 
that Israel was unhappy about 
Syria's role there because it felt' 
^ria eventually would use Pal- 
"estmian forces in Lebanon to aa- 
Israel. 

~At the Uiuted Nations, Israel 
said Mond^ it would never agree 
to the dre of Lebanese temtoiy 
again as a 1^ for attacks against

Israeli U.N. representative 
Yehuda Blum told the General 
•Assembfy: “Israel welcomes the 
fact that a ceasefire has been dec- 
lared in Lebanon and hopes that 
the cessation of hostilities will 
hold up. leading to true rec- 
.onciliation, free of outade int- 
erventions and dictates.'’ . 

Mr. Blum echoed earlier rem- 
ark by Israeli leaden that “my 
realistic axKi equitable solution 
will have to take into account the 
basic fact that on the tcmioiy of 
the former Palestine mandate two 
Hariiwai suties have now been in 
existence for over three decades. I 
refer of course, to the Kingdom of- 
Joitian and the state of Israel.” . 


Junblatt seeks support 
of European Socialists 


ATHENS (R) — Lebanese Druze 
leader Wahd Junblatt, whose sta- 
nce may be crucial to peace moves 
in Lebanon, was quoted Tuesday 
as saying he planned a West Eur- 
opean trip to rally support among 
Socialist parties. 

He told the newspaper Ele- 
ftherotypia he hoped to meet Ita- 
lian Socialist Priirc Minister Bet- 
tino Craxi in the nexriew days and 
planned meetings soon whh Rom- 
anian President Nlcolae Cea- 
usescu, with the Socialist leaders 
of France and Sw^len, and with 
former Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and British Labour 
Party leader Neil Kinnock. 

Mr. Junblatt, who arrived here 
unexpectedly i^nday, was Tue- 
sday meeting Greek Foreign 
Under-Secretary Carolos Pap- 


oulias and is due to see Greece's 
Sodalist Prime Minister Andreas 
Papandreou later Tuesday night. 

The Druze leader also told the' 
newspaper Syria was interested in- 
Greek. Yugoslav or Indian troops 
coming to Lebanon as observers. 

Both Mr. Junblatt and his Syr- 
ian backers have resisted sug- 
gestions that United Nations obs- 
ervers monitor the Sept. 25 truce 
that followed weeks of fighting 
between Druze miUtiamen and 
the Lebanese army. 

Greek Fore^ Mmisety off- 
icials said Mr. Junblatt had not 
■formally raised the idea of Greek 
troops for Lebanon at Tuesday 
morning's talks because int- 
ernational negotiations about tiie 
matter were at an early stage. 


Shamir postpones forming 
new coalition government 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime. 
Minister-designate Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, pressured by members of his 
troubled right-wing coalition. 
'Diesday posqxmed forming a new 
government until next week. 

Mr. Shamir, 67. had intended to 
call for a parliamentary vote of_ 
confidence for the new adm-* 
inistration on Thursday but bac^ 
ked down after lO of his walition 
member withdrew their support- ' 

Coalition sources said the vote 
of confidence would now not take 
place until next Monday at the ear-, 
liest. But Mr. Shamir still app- 
eared almost certain to succeed- 
Menachem Begia as Israels next 
prime minister. 

On Tuesday, he confetied with, 
members of the ultra-orthodox 
Aguda Israel party seeking add- 
itional assurance that a Shamir 
cabinet would enact reli^us leg- 
islation it supports. 

I The four-man parliamentaary 
•foction Monday rai^ new dem- 
ands and threatened to bring 
about an ea^ general election n 
they were not met. 

Another six members of the 


'coalition have demanded that Mr. 
Shamir put off the confidence rote 
until next week, uigtng he attempt 
anew to form a national gov- 
entmeni with the opposition Lab- 
our Pany. 

The loss of lU votes would haro 
reduced Mr, Shamir's backing in 
the 1 2(>-seat chamber to 54, com-' 
pared to 56 for the oppositioa. 

Nation^ imity tallu between 
Mr. Shamir and Labour Party lea- 
der Shimon Peres colla|Bed last 
week and both sides declared the 
gap between them was too wide on 
key policy is^s. 

The six coalition rebels say 1st- 
aeTs grave economic and foreign 
policy problems require a wide- 
based government embracing the 
two m^jor parties. 

One the six, Dior Zeigerman, 
told Israel Radio he doubted whe- 
ther a coalition backed by 64 
nsembeis could last for long. 

“We imead to try again to 
renew talks with Shamir and the 
Labour Par^. But if it turns out 
there is nopossibfiicy of succes we 
will not delay the fonnation of a 
government any longer,*’ he said.

Arafat urges Arabs to

BEIRUT (R) — Palestinian lea- 
der Yasser Antiau accusing Syrian 
troops of besi^ipg Pacinian 
refugee camps in north Lebanon. 
Tuesday caBed on Arab leaders to 
“aron a Syrian-Palestinian con- 
froQtauon.” 

Mr. Arafat sent messages to 
Arab heads of state, telling them 
that Syrian troops were massing 
around the camps near the nor- 
thern Lebanese ^rt of Tripoli, 
the official Palestmian news age- 
nty WAFA said. 

Mr. Arafat, chief of the Fateh 
guerrilla group and the overall 
Palestine Uberation Organisation 
(PLO). has been living in or aro- 
und ite camps since last month. 
■Most of his remaining guerrilla 
supporters-are there. 

Syrian troops control north 
Lebanon but have stayed out of 
Tripoli ci^ cBDtie and the Pal- 
^tinian refugee camps. 

Mr. Arafat' s call to Arab lea- 
ders reinforced Monday’s strong' 
warning by his military deputy 
Khalil Al Wazir (Abu Jihad), that 
there could be a militaiy clash 
between Mr. Arafat’s men and the 


Syrians. 

Earlier Tuesday, an Arafat spo- 
kesman denied a claim by anti- 
Arafai rebel guerrillas that 140 
loyalists in Damascus had changed 
si^s. 

The spokesman, quoted by 
WAFA. said the true story was 
that the Syrian secret police had 
raided the Damascus operations 
centre of the Fateh guerr^a group 
and had then shown lU dissident 
officers to the press. 

A list of 14u Fateh guerrillas 
and officers, allegedly turned 
rebel, had been read out but the 
press saw only LU men. WAFA 
quoted the Arafat spokesman as 
saying in the Lebanese town of 
Tripoli. 

A rebel spokesman told rep- 
orters in Damascus Monday that 
the 140 Fateh men, including 23 
officers, had joined the rebellion 
against “the deviationist lea- 
dership of Arafat.” 

' Reponers at the centre saw only 
10 Fateh guerrillas, who said they 
had joined the rebels. The 1 0 said 
the remaining 130 men were off 
dutv'. 


Iran warns against 
U.S. role in Gulf 


TEHRAN (R) — Iranian Pre- 
sident Ali Khamaoei said Tuesday 
Iran would not allow any outside * 
power, including the United Sta- 
tes. to interfere in the Gulf, even if 
other states in the region wel- 
comed the imervenrion.

“Bui at the same time we can- 
not tolerate any other power com- 
ing here and taking the role of pol-* 
iceman in this roost sensitive reg- 
ion.” he added. 

Iraq expects offensive 

Meanwhile, Iraq expects a new 
Iranian offensive in the Gulf war's 
northern sector in the next few 
days, the commander of the First 
Iraqi Army Corps was quoted 
Tuesday as saying by the Iraqi 
Baath Party newspaper Al Tha- 
wra. • 

The newly-appointed com- 
mander. who was not named, did 
not indicate where the attack 
might take place but said Iraq had 
taken measures to counter any 
thrust in the region. 

He said Iranian forces had set 
up a headquarter- in the area to 
launch what he called a new adv- 
enture “doomed to failure.” 

“No'i only are we preparing for 
a defensive battle, but we are also 
prepared to attack the enemy 
immediate^ after we receive ord- 
ers from the (Iraqi) leadership.” 
be said.

King stresses role of

The West German chancellor is 
expected to discuss the situation in 
the Middle East including the lat- 
est events in Lebanon. Mr. Kohl 
is also expected to discuss the Gulf 
war and exchange views about the 
imemaiional situation. 

Reuters news agency Tuesday 
quoted the West German amb- 
assador to Jordan. Dr. Hermann 
Munz. as saying: “We think there 


will be open, friendly discussions 
on all matters on the agenda, inc- 
luding Lebanon, the Palestinian 
problem and the Iran-lraq war.” 

“The Palestinian issue is the 
crux of the Middle East problem.” 
Dr. Munz added. 

Dr. Kohl will also visit Egypt 
and Saudi Arabia. 

In his talks with the Arab lea- 
ders. Or. Kohl is expected to adv> 
ance the Eun)pean Community's 
view that foreign forces should 
leave Lebanon. Reuter quoted 
diplomatic sources as saying. 

He is also expected to for 
Arab recognition of IsraeF s right 
to exist and Israeli acceptance of 
the Palestinians' right to self- 
determination as an indispensable 
element for bringing peace to the 
Middle East, they said.

Reagan outlines new 
arms cut proposal 


W.\SHINGTON (R) — President 
Reagan Tuesday gave his formal 
approval to a proposal for des- 
troying old U.S. and Soviet long- 
range warheads as the sup- 
erpowers add new ones to their 
nuclear arsenals. 

Administration officials said 
Mr. Reagan was 'meeting Edward 
Rowny. chief U.S. negotiator at 
the Strategic Arms Reduction 
Talks (START) with the Soviet 
Union later Tuesday to put final 
touches on the proposal known as 
a “build down.” 

Mr. Rowny said earlier in a tel- 
evision interview that the plan he 
will offer when the talks resume 
os Thuisday in Geneva was part 
of an effon to break the impasse 
on arms control. 

The administration also drafted 
the build down plan in pan to 
meet allegations from some mem- 
bers of Congress that the pre- 
sident was not genuinely int- 
erested in arras control. 

The new offer was the second 
change in the U.S. public position 
in the START talks. Mr. Reagan 
agreed in June to a higher ceiling 
on long-range missiles than he 
originally proposed. 

in a speech at the United Nat- 
ions last week, he also made new 
proposals to try to break the imp- 
asse in separate talks on the level 
of U.S. and Soviet medium-range 


missiles in Europe. 

Mr. Reagan said earlier the v iial 
subject of reducing nuclear arms . 
was exempt from the chill that has ' 
marked U.S.-Soviet ties especially 
since a Soviet fighter shot down a 
South Korean airliner on Sept. 1. 
killing all 26d people on board. 

He told a dinner at the Con- 
servative Heritage Foundation 
.Vlonday night that arms control 
remained an imperative despite a 
failure by Moscow to respond 

Congressional sources said the . 
new plan would call for the des- 
truction of two old nuclear war- 
heads when a new one was added 
to land-based nuclear arsenals. 

They predicted .Mr. Reagan 
would m^e other new offers inc- 
luding one aimed at persuading 
Moscow to accept limits on 
“throw weight." the weight of nuc- 
lear explosive a long-range missile 
can deliver to a target. 

Mr. Rowny said in the interview 
he would propose the creation of a 
special working group at the 
ST.ART negotiations to explore 
the build down idea. 

Administration officials said 
Mr. Reagan approved the build 
down concept despite strong opp- 
osition by the Pentagon. Mr. 
Rowny said he personally was 
commiaed to it and hoped the new 
U.S. initiaiive would lead to pro- 
gress in Geneva. 
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Ttideh Party leaders 
make ritual denunciation 


TEHRANiRL— Nineteen leaders of Iran’s outlawed 
Communist Tudeh Party appeared on state tel- 
evision Monday night to denounce party activities 
over the past 40 years. 


The I'J. including Tudeh 
Secreiary-Generl Nourreddin 
Kianouri. have been in prison for 
between four and eight months 
awaiting trial and several had alr- 
eady confessed on television to 
spving Tor the Soviet L'nion. 

In a ‘Jti-minute programme, 
chaired by party centra! com- 
mittee member Mohammed Ali 
Amo'i. si.\ of them confessed to a 
long history of attempts to pro- 
mote Soviet interests in Iran, inc- 
luding fomenting dissent in Kur- 
dish areas. 

The Tudeh Pany, founded in 
1 y-i 1 when Sd\ iet forces occupied 
northern Iran, worked und- 
erground for most of the reign of 
the late Shah, but came into the 
open with the iy7y Islamic Rev- 
olution. 

The party declared support for 
Avaiollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
and when the first gn.iup of its lea- 
ders were arrested last February, 
it was the only sizeable non- 
religious political organisation still 
operating openly in Iran. 

In May. after .vlr. Kianouri con- 
fessed on Telvision to spying for 
Moscow. Iranian authorities ban- 
ned the party and arrested more of 
its followers. They also expelled 
I s Soviet diplomats on charges of 
interfering in Iran's internal aff- 


airs. 

Monday night’s programme was 
billed as the first in a series, with 
others of the !»^-member group to 
sj?eak later. 

The group was filmed sitting al a 
long table below a backdrop car- 
rying the revolutionary slogan 
■•'neither East nor West. Islamic 
republic” and a poster of Aya- 
tollah Khomeini. 

Those who spoke appeared in 
reasonable health, but their voices 
were husky and the hands of one. 
Ali Galavij. trembled as he read a 
prepared statement about the 
party's role in inciting Kurdish tri- 
besmen to rebel. 

Mr. Galavij urged Kurdish reb- 
els and young Tudeh supporters in 
Kurdes’tan to “stretch out your 
hands in union and agreement 
towards this republic and take the 
hand of the imam i leader. i Kho- 
meini and be sure that the republic 
will heal your pains.” 

Three of the leaders denied 
suggestions they had been tor- 
tured in prison. 

Mr. Kianouri. referring to a 
report published by an exile group 
in June saying he had been exe- 
cuted. said his confessions had not 
been made under threat of death. 

“ As you see 1 was not executed 
and 1 am here among you now ... 


the fact is that I made confessions 
in my previous interviews only 
after my full encounter with the 
realities of our time." he said. 

... Much less sensational 

The statements in Monday 
night's programme were less sta- 
rtling than others broadcast in the 
past, which dwelt at length on an- 
ive espionage by Tudeh members 
and said the party knew of an Iraqi 
plan to overthrow Iran's gov- 
ernment in 19S0. 

Islamic Republic, newspaper of 
the dominant Islamic Republican 
Pany. said in an editorial Tuesday 
the group lalked about “topics 
which had mostly been revealed 
already ... the thick book of the 
activities and treacherous record 
of the Tudeh Parry should not be 
closed so simply." 

There is still no firm date for the 
trial of Tudeh members now in 
jail, including a former Iranian' 
na %7 commander. Capt. Bahram 
Afttali. 

The number of detainees was 
officially put in late May at more 
than 1.3UU and further arrests 
have been reported since. 

The armed forces* rev- 
olutionary court said in July Capt. 
Afzali and other military men acc- 
used of Tudeh membership would 
go on trial by the end of the Ira- 
nia'n month of Mordad on Aug. 


There has been no indication 
that this happened. Iranian aut- 
horities have said at least some of 
the Tudeh trials will be public. 


Iran says Y ugoslavia cracks down 
on Muslims; Belgrade denies charge 


AMvlAN iJ.T./ — A group of 
revolutionary Iranian clergymen 
has protested against the jailing in 
.August of ^ ugoslav Muslim int- 
ellectuals found guilty of activity 
against the unity of Vugoslavia. 
Reuters news agency said in a dis- 
patch from Tehran Tuesday. 

Rcuiersquoied the Iranian nat- 
ional news agency Irna as saying 
the militant ulema (religious sch- 
olars* society of Iran had sent a 


leiieno Y ugoslav leaders vlonday 
asking them to reconsider the ver- 
dict. 

A court in the Y ugoslav city of 
Sarajevo jailed 13 Muslims for 
terms ot six months to 15 years 
after the prosecution alleged the 
defendants had plotted to set up 
an Islamic state in the Y ugoslav 
republic of Bosnia-Herzegovina.

Euro- Arab 
society gets 
new executive 
secretary 


LONDON (J.T.i — Christopher 
F. Inman has been appointed the 
executive secretary of the Par- 
liamentary Association for 
Euni-Arab Cooperation. 

Mr. Inman was formerly a res- 
earcher in the House of Commons 
cnnceniraiing on vliddle Eastern 
affairs, and is a member of the 
Council for the Advancement of 
.Arab-British Understanding 
I.A.ABUj and of the Labour Mid- 
dle East Council. 


Here in Amman a statement 
circulated by the Y ugoslav emb- 
assy send the thirteen who were 
sentenced in Sarajevo end- 
eavoured to dissenminaie inf- 
onnaiinn in the world on “the all- 
egedly threatened position of the 
Muslims in Vugoslavia.” 

These endeavours met. how- 
ever. with the condemnation of 
not only the Y ugoslav media and 
public opinion but also w ith that of 
the Islamic world, which is acq- 
uainted with the role of Y'ua- 
oslav ia in imemaiional life and the 
relations between its nations and 
nationalities, the statement, wri- 
uen by the diplomatic editor of 
Tanjug. the Y ugoslav news age- 
ncy. said. 

On the basis of the constitution 
of Y ugoslavia. all vluslims enjoy 
the same rights as the other nat- 


ions «tnd naiionaliijes and. from a 
religious point of view, there is no 
difference between Islam. Ort- 
hodox Christianity, and Cat- 
holicism. the statement said. 

■’The church has been separate 
from the state in Y ugoslavia for 
nearly forty years, and there can. 
be no question of any kind of rel- 
igious instruction in schools. The. 
religious communitTes are free to 
organise religious instruction and 
some of them, including the Isl- 
amic religious community, have 
their own secondary schools and 
faculties.” it added.' 

"Together with the other Y ug- 
oslav nations and nationalities, the 
vluslims gave a major con- 
tribution both to the liberation of 
the country in the World War 11 
and to the construction of the soc- 
ialist society in the post war per- 
iod. Today, alongside the others in 
the Y'ugoslav society they con- 
tribute to the development of rel- 
ations with the world and esp- 
ecially with friends from Islamic 
and nonaligned countries. 

"Therefore, the sentence pas- 
sed by the Sarajevo High Court 
means the protection of the int- 
erests of the Y'ugoslav nations and 
nationalities and their equal pos- 
ition in the state.”

Turkish pre-election vetting completed 


ANKARA iRi — Turkey's mil- 
itary rulers Tuesday completed 
their vetting of parties and people 
allowed to contest next month’s 
general elections, publishing the 
final list of approved par- 
liameniacy candidates. 

The li«. printed in the gov- 
eramenitigazecte. showed none of 
the three parties permitted to 
enter the poll had achieved a full 
list of 4<Ki approved candidates 
and only a few dozen ind- 
ependents were admined out of 
hundreds of hopefub. 

Meting takes place on Nov. d to 
return the country to elected rule 
for the first lime since the militaiy. 
seized power in September l9So 
amid escalating street violence 
and fierce inier-pany squabbling. 

The generab abolished all pre- 
coup parties, banned hundreds of 
termer political leaders from pub- 
lic life and have siriciiy controlled 
the emergence of new parties, lea- 
ding to criticism at home and abr- 
oad that next month' s poll will not 
be truly democratic. 

Under new eleaion rules, par- 
ties could only contest the poU If 
they had founder members 
approved by the NSC and if they 
established themselves in at least 


half the coimirys 67 provinces. 

By vetoing hundreds of pro- 
posed founders, the NSC ensured 
that only three parties registered 
the requisite number by an Aug. 
24 decline. 

Ruled out were 12other panics 
which emerged after a ban on pol- 
itics was lifted in April. These inc- 
luded two mainstream groups 
which appeared to have con- 
siderable public support, the Soc- 
ial Democratic Party and the con- 
servative Right Way Party. 

The next round of vetoes con- 
cerned individual parliameniaty 
candidates hoping to win one of 
the 4(MI seats in the forthcoming 
parliament who were abo subject 
to NSC approval under the new 
election law. 

The generab again -disqualified 
hundreds of prospective pol- 
iticians. including most of the 4S3 
independents. 

But even the three approved 
parties, all of which take care to 
stress their support for the coup 
and subsequent military rule, have 
had large numbers of candidates 
vetoed. 

The Nationalist Democracy 
Patty, a rightist grouping led by 


retired Gen. Turgut Sunalp which 
is generally regarded as being the 
regime's favourite, suffered aro- 
.und SU vetoes. leaving it with 392 
candidates out of the 400 max- 
imum. . . 

The conservative Motherland 
Pany of former economy chief 
OzaL widely seen as the 
dark horse of the elections, man- 
aged to get 3(^8 candidates app- 
roved despite S9 vetoes. 

The mildly-leftist Populist 
Party. led by former senior bur- 
eaucrat Necdei Calp. will have 
379 candidates standing after inc- 
urring llHt vetoes. 


13 guerrillas arrested 


ANKARA fRl — Three gunmen 
were killed and 13 suspected acc- 
omplices captured in a military 
swoop in east-central Turkey last 
week against a leftist guerrilla 
group with strong Kurdish con- 
nections. a military communique 
said. 

It said the three were "captured 
dead with their guns” in a series of 
operations launched with the help 
of local people near the remote 
city of Tunceli on Sept. 26. 




UNRWA plans under way 


NEW Y'ORK (Agencies) — 
UNRWA’s emergency pro- 
gramme in Lebanon is stiD under 
way and plans call for continuing 
emergency aid to some 17S.(i(iO 
Palestine refugees in Lebanon 
until the spring of 1984. U.NRWA 
Commissioner-General Olof 
Rydbeck said in his annual report 
for the 12 months ending 30 June 
1983. The reppn was released in 
New York Monday. 

Mr. Rydbeck commended 
UNRWA employees for mai- 
ntaining the agency's education, 
health and relief services despite 
the difficult and often dangerous 
conditions in its area of operations 
in the Vliddle East. 

At the beginning of the year 
under review, UNRWA staft hi 
Lebanon were restoring agency 
progra mmes and instituting eme- 
rgency services in response to the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon on 6 
June 1982. These reports were 
backed by over S42 millioo in cash 
and supplies donated by gov- 
ernments and non-govemmencal 
organbations and millioas of dol- 
lars of supplies provided bv 
UNRWA ftom other fields. 

In June 1983. UNRWA app- 
ealed for another S13 million for 
further reconstruction of agency 
schoob and climes, camp inf- 


OIC aims to discourage 
African ties with Israel 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — A' 
campaign to dbsoade Ajfrican sta- 
tes ^m establbhing or renewing 
ties with Israel was approved in 
weekend talks in New York by a. 
committee of the Organisation of 
the Islamic Conference (OIC). it 
was stated. 

The comminee on Jerusalem, 
or Al-Quds, said in a statement 
that contacts, bilateral and mul- 
tilateraL should be maintained 
with Africa "in order to point out 
the real aims of the Israeli set- 
tlement policy”. 

It said this policy involved rac- 
bm against the Palestinians and 
collaboration with "the raebt 
regime of South Africa." esp- 
ecially in miUtaxy and nuclear fie- 
lds.

Company to take over disputed trucks Badran chairs 1984 projects meeting 


AMMAN (Rl — The joint Iraqi- 
Jordanian Land Transport Com- 
pany I ULTC) said Tuesday that it 
would take over a fleet of 4i)(i 
trucks from a West German 
truck-making and transportation 
company in a dispute over an agr- 
eement to transport goods to Iraq. 

Eid A1 Fayez. director-gener^ 
of the ULTC. said the trucks, 
owned by Maschinenfabrik 
Augsburg-Nuemberg (MAN) 
would become the property of his 
firm later this month. 

He said the trucks were cur- 
rently. lying idle at the Red Sea 
Port of Aqaba. 

"Our two-year contract with 
v1 AN expires on Octol»r 24 and 
we shall take the 4nn trucks h used 
10 transport the goods." Fayez 
lold Reuters. 

" We shall not pay them a dime, 
unless ordered by an arbitration 
committee now being set up to 


deal with the dispute." he said. 

The committee is to include two 
members each firom .MAN and 
ULTC under a neutral chairman. 

Fayez said .MAN had failed to 
invest an agreed J D 2 million in 
garages and checkpoin'ts along the 
• 1.225-km Aqaba to Baghdad 
route and had not transported the 
agreed volume of goods. 

A MAN spokesnaan in Amman 
would not comment, apart from 
saying that a company offidal was 
due here shortly, to look into the 
matter. 

Fayez said it was sdU possible 
that MAN would be allowed to 
carry on business under a new con- 
tract while the matter was under 
arbitration. 

The Iraqi'Jordanian company 
was set up the two governments 
in 1 9K() to transport goods to Iraq, 
whose own pons were blodc^ 
shortly after the Iran-lraq war 


which started in Sepie/nber 1 

Predicting a rise in demand 
which the trucking firms in the two 
countries could not meet, the 
company agreed that MAN and 
the Austrian truck-makers. Steyr, 
would transport half the four mU- 
lion tonnes of goods annually 
imported by Iraq via Aqaba. 

However, the \-olume of goods 
tr^sported has been lower than 
anticipated because Iraqi imports 
have fallen below expectations 
because of a drop in its oil rev- 
enues. 

MAN said it had lost JO 10.5 
million under the agreement. 
Fayez attributed the losses to 
MAN'S inexperience in the tru- 
cking business and problems with 
its drivers. 

He said ^lAN* s claim that it did 
not have enough Iraqi cargo to 
transport was unfounded. 


Frankfurt fair to open Amman office

AvIMAN — A press conference 
was held Tuesday by Or. Hor- 
stmar Stauber. chairman of the 
board of directors Of the, Messe 
Frankfurt Fair, and Mr. Sh'afik A1 
Tillawi the representative of the' 
Frankhin fair in Jordan at the 
Jordan Intercontinental Hotel. 

At the conferance. Dr. Siauber 
announced the founding of a rep- 
resemaiive office in Jordan which 
will be the 7 1st to be established 
by the lair. 

Dr. Siauber said that Jordan 
was carefully selected as the seat 
lor a permanent representative 
not only because Jordan and 
Germany have a rich tradition of 


cultural and imelleaual ties. but. 
because Jordan is the centrepiece 
of the Arab World's economy. 
Such a location is panicularly 
important, he said, tecause the 
area has become Germany’s sec- 
ond most imponani trading par- 
tner. lying behind the European 
Community but ahead of the U .S. 

Furthermore he added, from a 
geopolitical point of view. 
Amman itself is to this pan of the 
world, what Frankfun is to Eur- 
ope: A central point, a hub of act- 
ivity and a focal point. 

Dr. Siauber pointed out that 
trade contacts between the Fra- 
nkfun trade fair in Jordan have to 
be intensified now and ihat“ihis is 
the target of our uew base in this 


region." 

Dr. Stauber went onto exp* 
lain the role of the fair's rep- 
resentation in Jordau in str- 
engthening trade relations bet- 
ween the rwo countries. He tha- 
nked Mr. Shafik and vlr. Moh- 
ammad Tillawi. the rep- 
resentatives of xhe European 
Community and the "amb- 
■assadors" of the German too- 
lmaking machine industry, for 
being prepared to represent the 
fair here in Jordan, he said. 

Dr. Siauber arrived in Amman 
Monday, and Tuesday met with 
sir. W'alid Asfour. Minister of 
Industry and Trade, and discussed 
industrial and trade relations with 
him.

Palsy foundation to take to the streets

AMMAN —Jordan will Thursday 
hold a Cerebral Paby Day during 
which university students will take 
to the streets in an effort to raise 
money tor the Cerebral Palsy 
Foundation (CPFj. 

On the request of the charitable 
foundation, it has been declared 
that the first Thursday of every 
October be devoted to hig- 
hlighting the suffering caused by 
cerebral paby to children*in Jor- 
dan.

''This day aims at increasing 
people's awareness and und- 
crsianding of cerebral palsy 
fC.P. »: iis causes, symptoms, con- 
trol and prevention.'’ CPF pae- 
diatrician Samira Baban said. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times Dr. Baban said the CPF was 
esiablLshed in 1977 "to saiisfj’ a 
great demand felt by doctors being 
aware of the many cases in the 
community." 

Giving a brief account of the 
history of the foundation. Dr. 
Babao said ihat ladies interested 
in this subject formed an est- 
ablishing committee headed b> 
Mcs. Laila Sltaraf'and in 1977 it 
was licenced as a charitable soc- 
iety, . 


The army headquaners don- 
-ated premises and facilities in the 
King Hussein Medical Centre 
which "‘gave the society the cha- 
nce to open its centre for tre- 
aunent asquickly as possible." she 
said. 

Dr. Baban said that thb par- 
licular donation was a great aid to 
the newly formed society. 

Asked about the cases the fou- 
ndaiion treats, she' said that the 
CPF b mainly concerned with 
physically handicapped children. 

She went dn to say that this par- 
ticular handicap b caused by a tra- 
uma or accident to the brain “that 
happens at one time or another 
during the growth of the baby or 
child." 

Dr. Baban explained that the 
trauma causes ‘"brain damage" 
and as a consequence the child 
becomes reiairded physicaUy. 

Regardmg the causes of -C.P.. 
she said that in the Infant the han- 
dicap may be caused by brain 
damage sustained during pre- 
gnancy. The pregnant moihermay 
be suffering ftom a nuiriiional def- 
iciency or bleeding, or it may be 
due to smoking, taking drugs or 
the Tcsuh of X-rays. 

She added that C.P. might hap- 
pen due'to premature bicth. blood 
incovnpaiib'tlity. severe jaundice, 
difficulties experienced in labour, 
a lack of care in the first month of 
life as well as accidents in the 
home or on the roads. 

The first, symptom of C.P.. she 
said, is delayed body movement 
especially in sitting, rolling, cra- 
wling. standing and walkmg. 

She pointed out ihai not all C.P. 
children are mentally retarded: 
-'A high percentage of them are 
mentally normal or are simply of 
subnormal intelligence." 

Dr. Baban stressed that C.P. is 
not hereditary and not infeaious. 
“Once there b an early dia- 
gnosis." she said, “the correaion 
of thb physical handicap b easier 
than in later treatment." 

Going back to C.P. day. Dr. 
Baban said that ihb lime of the 
year was chosen for students to 


help launch a campaign to raise 
money for the foundation because 
‘\ih^ are: the early days of the 
academic year, and students are 
not yet busy in their studies." 

She added that educated and 
enthusiastic students will make 
(he people of the country und- 
erstand what C.P. b and the fact 
that "h b a curable thing." 

On the occasion of the Cerebral 
Palsy Day. the foundation will 
hold a luncheon at the Amman 
Marriott Hotel 'Thursday, and all 
the proceeds will go to the CPF. Its 


budget depends on donation from 
individiiab. societies, and ins- 
titutions." she said. 

About the foundations aims 
and future plans. Dr. Baban said 
ihai one of their future projects is 
10 esiablbh an independem centre 
for the assessment of "high risk" 
babies, treatment as well as a nur- 
sery school for C.P. children. 

Another imponam plan is to 
estabibh their own headquarters 
and ireaimeni centre in addition 
(0 training iherapbis and the neo 
essary siafl in Jordan and abroad.

Iraq of advanced warplanes, whedier instrumentalised by 
American pressure or otherwise, is a serions mistake. 

To begin with, nothing, absolutely nothing, is more sinfoi 
and shameful than the continuation of the Ir^-lraq war the 
way we know it.

COPENHAGEN - Denmark’s 
centre-right minority government 
is threatened with possible col- 
lapse because of its support for 
North Atlantic Treaty Org- 
anisation ( NATO ) plans to deploy 
a new generation of nuclear mis- 
siles in Western Europe, gov- 
ernment offidais and diplomats 
say. 

None of the 572 cruise and 
Peishing-2 missiles, due to be 
based from the end of this year if 
there is no agreement at the Gen- 
eva arms control talks, will be pla- 
ced on Danish soil. 

But fierce parliamentary opp- 
osition to the NATO plans has 
already forced the minority coa- 
lition against its will to represent a 
half-hearted stance in the Western 
alliance on missile deployment. 

When parliament reconvenes 
early next month. lefiwing groups 
disgnmded'with the genei^ pol- 
icies of the Conservative-led gov- 
ernment say they will try to topple 
it. 

in theory at least, they have 
enough parliamentary support to ' 
take the unprecedented step of i 
bringing down the government on | 
a foreign policy matter. 

NA'fO diplomats say they fenr 
the collapse of Conservative 
Prime .vtinister Poul Schluetet’s 
year-old government on the mis- 
sile issue could send a strong pol- 
itical signal to the Soviet Union 
that the West is divided over dep- 
loyment. 

But they stress that Denmark's 
complex political structure, with ; 
nine parties in parliament and 
constantly shifting alliances, 
makes forecasting a precarious ' 
art. 

vir. Schlueter’s four-pany coa- 
lition commands only 66 of the 
parliament’s 79 seats and its sur- 
• vival depends on support from the 
two other non-socialist groups — 

' the Radical Liberals and the Pro- 
' gress Party. 

Alarm bells rang for the gov- 
ernment this month when the 
Radical Liberals, who have a long 
tradition of pacifism, passed a res- 
olution to oppose missile dep- 
loyment. 

“We will adhere to a policy of 
using all methods to prevent the 
depioymem of new nuclear wea- 
pons in Europe, even if these have . 
domestic politica|[cons^uences.’' 
the resolution stateX^ 

The future of the government 
depends chiefly on what sort of 
resolution le^ing opposition 
groups put before the Folketing 
(parliament). 

It will also depend on the wil- 
lingness of the Social Democrats, 
the largest s'mgle party with 59 
seats, to topple the coalition on a 
foreign poli^ issue, diplomats 
say. 

In May. the 'anti-missile maj- 
ority forced through a vote opp- 
osing any deployment of pre- 
parations for tesing of new mis- 
siles. It also demanded an ext- 
ension of the Geneva arms talks 
and that French and British mis- 
siles be included. 

At the time, the government 
survived by agreeing to inform its 
NATO partners of parliament’s 
decisions without adopting them 
as its own policy. 

Parliamentary sources say the 
two panieson the left of the Social 
Democrats, the Socialist People’s 
Party and the left Socialist Party, 
are now preparing a resolution 
requiring the government to work 
actively to implement the May 
decision, thereby effectively for- 
cing Mr. Schlneter to rengiL 

But. as one diplomat put ft: “In 
Danish politics, even if you do not 
command a majority for you. you 
are safe while there is no majority 
against you.” 

Political commentators say a big 
question mailt stiU hangs over how 
the essentially pro-NATO Social 
Democrats will behave. 

Their leader, former Prime 
Minister Anker Joergensen. has 
openly displayed his doubts about 
the wisdom of bringing down the 
government over the missile que- 
stion. 

“We don’t want to topple the 
government on security polim.” 
he told reponers last week. 

“We would prefer to force an 
election on economic policy. But if 
the missiles cause an election, we 
will not shy away from our vie-, 
wpoint.” he add^. 

The government has so far har- ' 
dly mentioned the issue. Foreign 
Minister Uffe Ellemann-Jensen 
told a news conference on Friday 
with quiet confidence: ‘‘I don’t 
think there will be any problems 
for the next couple of months.” 

•Mr. Schlueter has also shown no 
desire to push for an early polL 
even though his Conservative 
Party stands to gain by it. 

Recent opinion polls show the 
Conservatives have boosted their 
popularity and may almost double 
their pretoni 26 seats if there is an 
election now. 

This Is despite pushing through 
a tough austerity programme, 
aimed at improving the country’s 
debt-ridden economy, which has 
hit Danes in their pockets. 



Filipino R.C. Church turns politically active

.MANILA — The Roman Cat- 
holic Church in the Philippines has 
thrown off its cloak of con- 
’servatisra and assumed an active 
role to try to avert what it fears 
could otherwise be civil strife in 
Asia's only Christian nation. 

Cardinal Jaime Sin. the Roman 
Catholic archbishop of Manila 
known for his outspoken criticism 
of the government on human 
rights issues, walks a tightrope 
between President Ferdinand 
Marcos and his political opp- 
onents. 

He told Reuters in an interview 
shortly before violence erupted 
last week, the worst since martial 
law was imposed 1 1 years ago. 
that he was a natural optimist and 
a great believer in the power of 
prayer. But he also believes in act- 
ion. 

• President .Marcos telephoned 
him after dashes between security 
forces and demonstrators ti^ng to 
TSice their way to the president's 
home. According to the cardinaTs 
spokesman, Cardinal Sin went to 
the. presidential palace and spent 
30 minutes with .Mr. Marcos. 

He gave President .Marcos a 
blueprint proposing the sening up 
of a national council of rec- 
onciliation comprising gov- 
ernment. church and opposition 
leaders to “avoid the violent con- 
frontation and bloody revolution 
made imminent by the temper of 
our times”. 

Church sources said President 
vlaicos agreed to consider the 
plan very serio.usfy. Th^ said the 
mood of the talks was “as a con- 
versation between a parishioner 
and his parish priest.” 

Referring to the proposal in a 
television address. .Mr. .Marcos 
said he was prepared to listen to 
anyone, “but after listening I res- 
erve to the government and pre- 


sidency the power to decide what i 
is necessary to maintain peace and ' 
order." 

Mr. .Marcos said he had nothing 
against “some sort of advisory 
counciT* . but added: “ 1 am against 
any group that tries to take power 
without a mandate from the peo- 
ple.” 

Cardinal Sin maintains contaa 
with cabinet ministers and armed 
forces chiefs. He has been largely 
instrumental in persuading the 
authorities to reconsider the cases 
of people held under special pre- 
sideodal powers of detention. 

Aware of the intensity of public 
feeling aroused by the ass- 
assination a month ago of opp- 
osition leader Benigno .Aquino, 
the cardinal tried to ^annel emo- 
tions into constructive, non- 
violent aaion. 

He issued a pastoral letter cal- 
• ling for special prayers at noon 
each day from Sept. 1 9 for peace 
and justice, and to strengthen the 
hearts and minds of mehlbers of 
the commission set. up by Mr.- 
Marcos to inv^tigate Mr. Aqu-' 
ino"s death. 

The prayers were preceded and 
ended bells rung 21 times, a 
figure ofspecial significance here. 
It represents the imposition of 
martial law on Sept. 31. 1972, and 
the date in August when Mr. Aqu- 
ino was killed. 

At first, it seemed to work. 

“1 had such high hopes." he said 
in statement the day ^ler the vio- 
lence. “that *Ninoy* Aquino's 
dream of national reconciliation 
could become a beautiful reality.*' 

But he was heartsick at what he 
called a frenzy of violence in which 
police said 10 people died and 
more than 140 were injured. 

“There is another way to regain 
our lost freedom and to win back 
our human rights ... it is the way of 
peace, of reconciliation, of pra- 
yer." he said. 

One Western diplomat des- 
cribed the Philippines as “the 


most Roman Catholic country in- 
the world." 

A Manila resident said: “Fil-. 
ipinos will listen to. and obey, 
their priests before they pay att- 
ention to Marcos or his rivals.” 

Cardinal Sin has avoided open 
association with opposition lea- 
ders' calls for a civil disobedience 
movement to bring about a change 
in government, and he has not res- 
erved his attacks only for.the aut- 
horities. 

When a pro-government rally in 
Manila's financial district of .Mak- 
ati was halted by anti-government 
demonstrators, the cardinal said: 
“When the government side put 
on a demonstration we put ail 
sorts of obstacles and stumbling 
blocks (in its way). When we suc- 
ceeded. we were deliriously 
happy. 

“But in our euphoria we failed 
to see that we had stopped others - 
from exercising for the com- 
mission investigating .Mr. Aqu- 
ino's murder were important to 
him'. 

purees cl6ise to* Cardinal Sin 
fol(f'Reuiers:'”Whai the cardinal 
wants is to defuse the crisis. Eve- 
lyihing hlng^ on this commission. 
If their investigations are not cre- 
dible. people will be angry and thb 
might explode.” The com- 
mission has suspended its hearings 
pending a supreme court decision 
on petitions challenging its leg- 
ality. Relatives and political allies 
of the slain politician have bru- 
shed it aside as beking imp- 
artiality. 

Cardinal Sin is now said lo'be ' 
apprehensive about the political 
situation. He told one aide he felt 
reimposiiion of martial law 
“would be the last straw.” Martial 
law was lifted in 19hn. 

The church here runs its own 
radio station, known as Radio 
Veritas, or Radio Truth. It has clo- 
sely monitored processions, dem- 
onstrations and violent incidents, 
giving listeners blow-by-blow 
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accounts as an alternative to what 
many here say is a government- 
influenced press. 

Now Cardinal Sin plans to lau- 
nch a major, independent new- 
spaper. 

“The church fills the gap bet- 
political extremes: without 
J^Qg^yerlly. political iuetil." .i«id 
a Western diplomat.''” If 'tHe opp- 
osition boycotts newfspapers it 
considers biased, a church paper 
would fflL the need for news and 
represent a middle or alternative 
way between forces gradually pol- 
arising here.” he said. 

Asked whether the church was 
itself divided between con- 
servative clergy and radicals all- 
eged by the authorities to have 
joined forces with Communist 
guerrillas in the counto'side. the 
cardinal replied by telling a story 
of how a conservative cardinal 
suspected radicals were trying to 
obstruct him: “The Pope said lo 
him: ‘ Vou have a car. and your car 
has a brake and an accelerator. 
The church needs both.' " 

A local priest commented: 
“That also seems to be true of the 
church in the Philippines. It acts as 
a brake on violence and as an acc- 
elerator on the authorities to work 
for change.” 


C. America: Border tensions mounting

.MEXICO CITY — WTiile pol- 
iticians continue to profess opt- 
imism over peaceful solutions. 
Central America's civil war foes 
have begun a new round of vio- 
lence and bloodshed. 

In the past few weeks, ins- 
urgents in both El Salvador and 
Nicaragua have launched major 
new offensives, while cross- 
border attacks have flared on Nic- 
aragua’s borders with Costa Rica 
and Honduras. 

But politicians involved in att- 
empts to silence the guns speak of 
agreement in principle on Central 
American disannamem. 

“It is increasingly difficult to 
reconcile political statements with 
what is actually happening on the 
ground.” said a seasoned Latin 
American diplomat. “The gap 
between words and deeds is 
wide." 

How wide that gap has become 
was thrown into sharp focus dur- 
ing the latest meeting in Sep- 
tember of the “Comadora 
Group” — .Mexico, Colombia, 
Panama. Venezuela — and for- 
eign ministers of five Central 
American republics. 

The Comadora peace initiative 
is the latest of at least 20 int- 
ernational efforts since 1979, the 
year civil war erupted in El Sal- 
vador and left-wing rev- 
olutionaries look power in Nic- 
aragua. to settle the region’s com- 
plex social, economic and political 
problems by ne^tiation. 

As spokesmen for the Con- 


tadora meeting in Panama City 
reported steady progress towards 
a framework for peace, insurgents 
staged the first air attack on Man- 
agua since the end of the Nic- 
araguan civil war. 

In El Salvador. left-wing gue- 
rrillas marked the start of a large- 
scale offensive with an attack on 
San Miguel, the country's third- 
largestcity. It was the biggest mor- 
tar and artillery operation of the 
civil war, killing at least 19 men of 
the U.S.-backed army and wou- 
nding lOU. 

As debris from the fighting was 
still being cleared in Managua and 
^ Miguel, the Panama City med- 
iators announced agreement on 
guidelines for lasting peace and 
social justice. 

Impelementation of the gui- 
delines could begin within two 
weeks. Panamanian Foreign Min- 
ister Oyden Onega fold reponers. 
if Central America's governments 
gave their formal approval and 
outside powers cooperated. 

Mr. Onega made his statement 
on Sept. 10. Two weeks later, ten- 
sions in Central America had esc- 
alated sharply. 

More air raids had struck Nic- 
ar^a and heavy fighting had 
spread in El Savlador, where talks 
to try to persuade the rebels to 
take pan in elections provisionally 
set for next Februaiy broke down 
in deadlock. 

There was little visible progress 
on the main points of the Con- 
ladora agreement: An bventory 
of arms in the region, immediate 
steps towards disarmament and a 
reduaion in the number of foreign 
military personnel. 


Instead, several thousand U.S. 
ground troops were in Honduras. 
Washington's closest ally in Cen- 
tral America, for the big^t joint 
military manoeuvres ever held in 
the re^on. 

On the border between Hon- 
duras and. Nicaragua, insurgents 
armed and financed by the Uofted 
States announced a new stage in 
their eight-raonth-old campaign 
against the ruling Sandinist Nat- 
ional Liberation Front (^LN). 

The Nicaraguan Democratic 
Force (FDN) assaulted Ocotal. a 
town of 40,(Kiu people kii - 
ometres south of the Honduran 
border, in their most ambitious 
opieration yet. 

According to an FDN com- 
mander ihe attack, involving 
2.000 men. marked a shift to 
Urban warfare. “Our aim from 
now on will be to come down from 
the mountains and make our pre- 
sence felt in the city.” 

In Washington, ITesident Rea- 
gan redefined the goal of U.S. ass- 
istance to Nicaraguan insurgents 
as pressuring the Sandinists into 
ending support for leftist gue- 
rrillas in El Salvador and rev- 
olutionaiy movements elsewhere 
in Centra] America. 

Previously, the administration 
had said its involvement was 
aimed at stopping the flow of wea- 
pons from Nicaragua to the Sal- 
vadorean rebels, and the new sta- 
tement r^d fears of increased 
outside involvement in Central 
America. 

An announcement that a pre- 
sidential commission headed by 
former Secretary of State Hemy 
Kissinger was to make a fact- 


finding tour of six Central Ame- 
rican countries from Oct. 9 did 
nothing to allay these fears. 

Nicaragua abuses Washington 
of trying to instal an anti-Sndinist 
government in Managua, while 
the United States and its allies see 
the region as an East-West bat- 
tleground and say Nicaragua is 
acting as a “surrogate’' for the 
Soviet Union and Cuba. 

“Wc are aware of the existence 
of the East-West confrontation 
and of the impossibility of sto- 
pping it,” said Foreign Minister 
Jose Zambrano of Venezuela, one 
of the four Comadora countries. 

“But there are grounds to be 
optimistic about the possibility of 
satisfactory and permanent sol- 
utions,” he added. 

Neither Mr. Zambrano nor any 
of his colleagues has spelt out the 
grounds for optimism and the Uni- 
ted States is clearly in no mood to 
withdraw its forces from Central 
America. 

“TTie presence of (U.S.) armed 
forces in Central America gua- 
rantees the democratic values of 
. the peoples of the region and con- 
tributes to the independence and 
freedom of those nations," U.S. 
Under-Secretary of Defence Ric- 
hard Stilwell said during a recent 
visit to Mexico. 

But in Nicaragua's view, U.S. 
backing for the conservative for- 
ces is a threat to the Sandinists and 
must be countered by increased 
military preparedness. 

“It’s a vicious ctFclc.'* said a 
European envoy. “Neither side 
trusts the other, everybody fears 
each other. Peace is not just aro- 
'und the corner .” 



Iran eager 
to disrupt 
arms flow 
to Iraq

TEHRAN — Iran appears to have 
decided to exploit its military 
power in the Gulf and the vul- 
nerability of Western oil supplies 
to open a new phase in its three- 
year-old war with Iraq. 

The strate^. outlined Friday by 
Foreign .Minister Ali Akbar Vel- 
layati. is a combined psychological 
and military offensive designed to 
disrupt arms supplies to Iraq and 
put political pressure on Baghdad. 

First. Mr. Vellayati cold the 
United Nations General Ass- 
embly in New York that Iran 
would no longer allow ships car- 
rying weapons for Iraq toemerthe 
,GuIf. 

Second, he warned that Iran 
would ebse the Gulf, culling oi¥ a 
sixth of the nbn-Communisi 
world's oil supplies, if it faced 
“any misguided adventure det- j 
rimenial to the interests of the Isl- 
amic Republic.” 

This appeared designed to fri- : 
ghten Western governments inro 
taking more actions favourable to i 
Iran following the success of sim- 
ilar threats in causing the pcs- : 
tponemeni of the delivery of 1 
French Super-Eiendard planes to f 
Iraq. 

The warning could be expected ; 
to make Western countries red- 
ouble their pressure on Iraq not to 
launch any massive operation, for I 
instance against Iranian oil exp- \ 
orts. in an effort to win the war. 

France apparently delayed del- 1 
iveryoftheSuper-Eiendards after t 
Iran warned it would closet he Str- > 
all of Hormuz at the entrance to 1 
the Gulf if Iraq used the planes to I 
disrupt Iranian oil exports. 

Diplomats in Tehran said the 
United States. Britain. West 
Germany. Japan and other Wes- 
tern nations had put. heavy pre- 
ssure on France to persuade ii to 
postpone delivery. 

“'Those threats turned Western 
foreign ministries inside out.” one 
Western diplomat said. 

Mr. Vellayairs latest warning 
also appeared aimed at deterring 
outside powers from military int- 
ervention in the Gulf, leaving Iran 
free to cany out its campaign aga- 
inst any ships with weapons for 
Iraq. ..-I. 

The "United States has pledged 
to use force if necessary to keep 
Gulf sea lanes open. 

“If any aggressive government 
dare approach us in the Gulf, we 
shall as a first step turn it into a big 
graveyard for the ^ressors.” Mr. 
Vellayati said. 

Foreign diplomats in Tehran do 
not doubt that Iran means what it 
says. 

Before Mr. Vellayati'sspeechin 
New York. Iran's Supreme Def- 
ence Council, which sets war pol- 
icy. held a meeting attended by 
naval commanders. 

A member of the council, par- 
liament^ speaker Alt Akbar 
Hashemi Rafsanjani. said later the 
meeting took decisions on the pro- 
tection of the security of the Gull 
and worked out “some con- 
tingency plans in case some cho- 
ose to indulge themselves in adv- 
enturism." 

An editorial in the newspaper 
Islamic Republic, organ of the 
dominant Islamic Republican 
Party, built up elements of Mr. 
Vellayatf s speech into a strategy 
for bringing the Gulf war to a 
quick end. 

“There is no doubt that if there 
is control over the sources that 
provide deadly weapons to ... Iraq, 
and if the supply of arms to Iraq is 
Slopped then the fire of war will be 
put out in a very short 
lime.” ft said. 

It suggested Iran's tactics sho- 
uld be to force any ships carrying 
arms for Iraq to dock in Iranian 
ports and unload ihcir cargo. 

This would stop arms supplies 
without interfering with peaceful 
shipping, the paper said. It also 
suggested that other arms supply 
routes to Iraq should be “made 
insecure”. 

Iran's new strategy grew from 
its response to reports in June that 
France was considering the del- 
ivery to Baghdad of five Super- 
Etendard fighter-bombers. 

The planes carry Exocet mis- 
siles. which could used against 
oil tankers or offshore oil ins- 
calhtions. 

Iran first warned in July that it 
would close the Gulf if the planes 
were used to attack Iranian oil 
exports. 

The threat had an immediate 
effect. By early August, informed 
diplomatic sources in Tehran were 
reponing that Western pressure 
was forcing Paris to reconsider the 
deal. 

Iran clearly is still concerned to 
prevent the planes from reaching 
Iraq. Buiwhai was originaQy Teh- 
ran's response to a perceived thr- 
eat from the Super-Etendards has 
developed into a much wider str- 
ategy in the Gulf war.

AMMAN y.T.) ^ Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl of the Federal Rep- 
ublic of Germany (FRO I wiD pay 
his nrfl ^'isit outside Europe and 
United States since coming to off- 
ice at the invitation of His Majesty 
King Hussein in Jordan. 

Or. Kohl will arrive here Wed- 
nesday for a two-day stay before 
going on to Egypt on Om. 7 and 
Saudi Arabia, on Oct. 9. 

A spokesman for the German 
embas^ said that Dr. KohTs visit 
demonstrates the imponance of 
the Arab World to the FRG in 
various fields. 

The Federal Chancellor -will be 
accompanied on the trip by his 
wife and a large official delegation 
including Minister of State in the 
Federal Foreign Office. Mr. Jur- 
gen MoUemann (who is also pre- 
sident, of the German-Arab Soc- 
iety) and his wife. Parliamentary 
Secretary of State in the Ministiy 
of Economic Cooperation. Mr. 
Volkmar Kohler, as well as other 
senior officials. A large number of 
German journalists is also due to 
accompany the delegation. 

The Chancellor and his del- 
egation will have meetings and 
t^s with King Hussein. His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan. Prime Minister Mudar 
Badran and a number of senior 

Jordanian officials. Dr. Kohl and 
his wife will also do some sig- 
htseeing in Jordan and visit some 
projects and institutions of 
German- Jordanian cooperation. 

The visit of ChanceDor Kohl 
stresses the traditionally close and 
friendly relations between Bonn, 
and Amman, the spokesman ^d. 
It is the most recent of the num- 
erous and regular bilateral con-' 
tacts which have taken King Hus- 
sein to Germany in 1964. 1967, 
1970. 197X. 19X0. 19X3 and 
Crown Prince Hassan in 1971. 
1974. 1977. 19X0. 19.42 and res- 
ulted in visits to Jordan ^ Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Mr. 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher. in 1 977. 
1979. 19X2. and .Mr, Jurgen Mol- 
lemann in 19X3. 

The official talks will con- 
centrate on matters of world pol- 
icy. the situation in the Middle 
East as well as bilateral relations 
and cooperation. German coo- 
peration in terms of foreign policy 
with Jordan and the Arab World 
has been primarily dominated by 
the .Middbs East <iuestion. one of 
the most tragic and explosive con-' 
riicis in the neighbourhood of 
Europe, the spokesman exp- 
lained . 

The aim of the goveramem of 
the FRG, .in coitcert with its par-. 


tners in the European Com- 
munity. is —"as laid down by them 
in the Venice Declaration of 19X0 
— io arrive through negotiations 
at a comprehensive, just and las- 
ting peace in the region, ren- 
ouncing the use of force.' the spo- 
kesman elaboraied.Thts would 
have to include the right of self- 
. determination for .the Palestinian 
people and the right of all states in 
the region to live within secure 
borders, he added. 

This is the basis of the policy of 
•the Federal Chancellor which will 
be underdtscussion during his visit 
to Jordan, he said. The vish of Dr. 
Kohl to Amman expresses also the 
•full support of the Federal Rep- 
ublic of Germany of the policy of. 
King Hussein, particularly in see- 
king a solution to the Middle East 
problem, the spokesman said. . 

. The West Gennan spokesman 
also emphasised the considerable 
economic links between the two 
states. In 19X2. the FRG held 
third place (after Saudi Arabia 
and the US A ) in the list of trading 
panrters with Jordan. Accord^ 
to figures based on information 
provided by the German Federal' 
'Office of Statistics the total vol- 
ume of Ceiman-Jordanian trade

Jordan imports mainly 
motor vehicles and spare parts, 
machines, electrotechnical pro- 
ducts. chemical products and food 
stuffs. Jordanian exports to Ger- 
many amounted to 13.3 million 
DM in 19X2 from a 19S1 figure of 
13.7 miUioa DM. German direct, 
investments in Jordan had rea- 
ched 1.6 rhinion DM in 19X2. An 
agreement to further and protect 
investment came into force on 
Oct. in. 1977. 2X German firnos 
have representatives residing in 
Jordan.

Jordan is a focal country in the 
framework of financial coo- 
peration between the FRG and 
Third World countries, the spo- 
kesman said. Germ^ financial 
assistance to Jordan between 
1961'aod 19X1 amounted to 625 J 
million D.M. Jordan receives fur- 
ther 7U million DM in 19X2/X3' 
raising the amount of total fin- 
ancial cooperation to 695.3 mil- 
lion D.M The Itfgesi projects of 
finandai' cooperation were the 
building of a railway between the 
Hejaz railway from- .Ma*an to 
Aqaba (116 km) and the con- 
struction of the Pon of Aqaba. 
Current financial cooperation 
projects are connected with the 
further agricultural development 
of the Jordan Valley, erosfon con- 
trol'in the Zarqa caichroent area, 
water supplies and sewerage dis- 
posal electricity production, ind- 
ustrialisation as well as coo- 
perative societies. In addition. 
German funds find their way to 
■Jordan indirectly by the way of 
multilateral bodies such as the 
World Bank. UNDP and so on for 
which the FRG is one of the most 
important financial sources. 

In the field of technical coo- 
peration with Jordan, Germany 
plays a leading role as well Listed 
in order of priority, German- 
Jordanian technical cooperation 
focuses mainly on the promotion 
of agriculture and rural dev- 
elopment. the placement of adv- 
isors and the training of skilled 
- and managerial power. Until 
19X0, Jordan received 137J mil- 
lion DM. An additional 25 million 
DM will be contributed for 19X2' 
X3. At present there are about 3u 
such projects of technical coo- 
peration. Up to now, Jordan has 
received 11 million DM worth of 
equipment aid for the Jordanian 
police (including radar vehicles. 
MOT-equipment. mobile criminal 
laboratory, and for the Jordanian 
Civil Defence Department such as 
fire engines and ambulances. Add- 
itional millions of Deutschmarks 
for equipment aid for the Jor- 
danian police has been promised. 

Apart from that. Germany par- 
ticipated in bilateral food stuff del- 
iveries as well as in cooperation 
with the United Nations Works 
.and Relief Agency and the Eur- 
opean- Community.

Over and above this, dozens of 
millions of Deutschmarks have 
been paid to Jordan in coo- 
peration with ecclesiastical and 
private institutions. 

The culture relations between 
the FRG and Jordan are Inc- 
reasingly characterised by coo- 
peration in the academic sphere, 
mainly in the field of natural sci- 
ences and technology as well as 
oriental studies. German gu^ 
professors in Jordan and 
its of Jordanian professors and 
scholars in Germany contribute to 
fostering bilateral academic con- 
tacts and links. Future coo- 
peration in this field wiD par- 
ricularly focus on common res- 
earch projects and common con- 
gresses, the spokesman said. The 
award of scholarships will also 
remain a basic means of academic 
cooperation, he added. 

Apart from that. Gerroan- 
Jordanian cooperation in the cul- 
tural field extends to vocational 
trauuog. archaeology, sports as 
well as classical cultural pro- 
grammes as exhibitions and con- 
certs. Three recent highlights in 
this field were the German concert 
week in November/Oecember 


1982 with the world-famous 
Hamberg Symphony Orchestra as 
wen as an exhibition of the Ger- 
man National .Musuem entitled 
tltt. Treasures of Astronomy, and 
the concerts of (he Laogenhagen 
Symphonic Brass Orchestra wit-, 
hio the ffamework of the Eur- 
opean Spring Festival in Vlarch' 
April 19X3. The Goethe Institute 
atro plays a leading role in edu- 
cation and culture in Amman. 

Visits by permanent Jordanian 
representatives of intellectual life 
in German are regular. German- 
linked cultural instiiuiions are 
well known in Jordan and the 
West Bank such as the Schneller 
School in Amman, the German 
Institute of Oriental Research of 
the HoW Land in Jerusalem and 
Amman and Schmidt's Girls' Col- 
lege of Jerusalem. Likewise the 

work of German foundations has 
been closely linked with Jordan 
such as the Konrad Adenauer 
Foundation wheih has coopened 
whh the Niinistry of Social Dev- 
elopment at the Princess Rahma 
Development Centre in Allan and 
the Friedrich Naumann Fou- 
ndation which has worked in coo- 
peration with the Jordan Coo- 
perative Organisation.

England iRi — Geoff 
Bovcou was released by \'or- 
ksh'ire .Monday night — diicr 21 
years with the English County 
Cricket Club. 

A meeting of the club's general 
committee decided not to renew 
the contract of the controversial 
42-year-old former England ope- 
ner. 

Wicket keeper David Bairstow 
was appointed captain in place of 
ex-test player Ray Illingworth 
who continues as manager but will 
only play in an emergency. 

Yorkshire committee chairman 
Ronnie Burnet, whose rec- 
ommendations were adopted by a 
substantial majority, said; “We 
feel the time has come to make 
major decisions. After Gnishing 
bottom of the County Cha- 
mpionship last season we can go 
no lower. 

"The rancour and controversies 


of recent yean must end. W'e must 
look to the future and gisre our 
youngsters the chance to see what 
(hey can do." 

Burnet, who said the decision 
was being 'communicated* to 
Boycott, currently in South Afr- 
ica. added; “The game is about 1 1 
men not one. It wasn't a witch 
hunt, it was just felt it was time for 
a change." 

The committee's decision fol- 
lowed the latest in a series of dis- 
putes between Boycott and Ill- 
ingworth on August 14 w'hen the 
batsman was reprimanded for 
slow* scoring while making a cen- 
tury in a County Championship 
match against Gloucestershire. 

Boycoit. the scorerof 139 Grsr 
class centuries, has seldom been 
out of the headlines since he made 
his county debut in 1962. 

He succeeded Brian Close as 
captain in 1971 but lost the post in 


controversial manner seven years 
later when the county was forced 
to call an extraordinary meeting 
after a group of memtxrs called 
for his reinstatement. 

Three years later Boycott was 
dropped by Illingworth for a Sun- 
day League game, and. after exp- 
ressing his displeasure at the inc- 
ident. he was suspended for the 
rest of the season. 

His lUS-match England career 
• came to ah end in 19K2 when he 
^ was one of 1 5 players banned from 
^lesi cricket for three years for joi- 
ning the rebel tour to South Afr- 
ica. 

Although Vorkshire Gnished ' 
bottom of the County Cha- 
mpionship for the first time in 
their I2f»-year history. Boycott, 
who has made 44.210 runs in his 
career, enjoyed a successful sea- 
son. scoring seven centuries in his 
1.941 runs.

Industrial sources said the pressure to open up local markets came 
mainly from the United States which had a trade deficit of S4.2 
billion with Taiwan last year. 

Taiwan is expected to run up a S6 billion surplus with the Unhed 
States this year and officials have called on suie and private ent- 
erprises to buy more from the Americans.

IMF agrees to ease 
suspension on loans 

WASHINGTON (Rj — The Internationa] Monetary Fund (IMFi 
executive board agreed Monday to a slight easing of its suspension on 
loans made with borrowed funds, monetary sources said. 

The decision will mean that Portugal and a few other countries that 
have already completed negotiations whh the international lending 
agency will get the monev they have been cpunting on despite the 
IMFs own financial predicament. 

IvlF loans are funded through a combination of the agene^s 
regular resources and money h'boTrows from member countries. The 
^bal debt crisis has severely depleted both types of 1 MF resources. 

Faced whh a S4.1 billion berween expected loan commiiments 

and the amount of borrowed resources available this year, the IMF 
executive board agreed several weeks ago to suspend all'loans 
made with the borrowed funds. 

vlooetary sources said Monday’s decision wquldjmcrease that gap 
(0 S4.6 billion and that IMF officials would review the loan sus- 
pension at the end of November to see what, if any. poficy changes 
should be made. 

"The I MF executive board felt it should not apply its suspension 
decision retroactively and break faith with countries for whom neg- 
otiations are already completed." one monetary source said. 

The source said the l.MF would continue to negotiate with fin- 
ancially pressed countries not included in Monday's decision, but 
that no further loans involving bonxiwed funds would go to the 
executive board or get final management approval before Nov. 30.

JEDDAH (R) — United Arab Emirates Oil Minister 
Mana Said A1 Oteiba was quoted Tuesday as saying 
ofl prqducers might face a price collapse in 1984 if 
world stockpiles were not reduced. In an interview 
with the Arabic-iangu^ newspaper A1 Sharq A1 
Aw^t, published here aud in London, he said ove- 
rproduction b^the Organisation of Fetrokum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC) and non-OI^C members 
would not help jthe market overcome the surpins.

OPEC effectively, staved off an 
oil price slide at a meeting in 
March by limiting overall pro- 
ductionofits members to 17 j mil- 
lion barrels a day at a benchmark 
price of S29 a barrel, down from 
34. 

The newspaper said the ind- 
ustrialised countries had built 
stocks of some three billion bar- 
rels, enough for three months con- 
sumption. 

It quoted Mr. Oteiba as saying 
these large invemories would put 


pressure on the market and eve- 
ntually affect the oil pricing str- 
ucture. 

But he added: “Let it be clear. 
OPEC will never allow another 
price crash and hopes all countries 
win benefit firom our previous 
experience." 

He said OPEC was in the pro- 
cess “of contacting non-OPEC 
members to explain the need for 
obsening production ceilings and 
pridng." 

The countries Contacted and the 
specific nature of the requests to 
non-OPEC countries were not 
spelled out by the newspaper. 

Mr. Oteiba. chairman of 
OPECs market monitoring com- 
mittee. said the committee had 


seat letters to member-siats 
whose ontput had pushed OPECs 
agreed production over 18 million 
barrels a day.

In Amsterdam, crude oil prices 
fell frirther on the Europiean spot 
market Monday after plunging 
almost a dollar a barrel last week, 
oil traders said. 

Most prices being negotiated on 
the free spot market Monday 
morning were lower than on Fri- 
day. when major crudes hit their 
lowest value since May. 

Traders said ample supplies in 
the market and lack of demand 
from refiners were responsible for 
the foils. 

The key North Sea varieiy, 
Brent, was traded at S29.50 a bar- 
rel 1^ on Friday, 50 cents below 
its official price and 9U cents down 
from last Monday. 

Trades were being discussed 
.Monday at as low as S29 Jn. 

Industry analysts said the mar- 
ket was burdened with heavy 
»ocks of both crude oil and pro- 


cessed products while there was 
little sign of a recovery in demand. 

Belief was growing that a repeal 
of last ‘year's mild winter could 
catch the industry heavily ove- 
rstocked. 

Speculation that prices could 
fall funher in coming months has 
triggered active selling in both 
Europe and the United States. 

The current collapse struck first 
at the top quality, low sulphur 
“sweet" crudes from the Nonh 
Sea and Africa. 

These high-prioed crudes have, 
folien out of favour with refiners 
because processing them is unp- 
rofitable now that product prices 
are depressed due to weak dem- 
and. 

The weakness soon extended to 
“sour" oils such as Saudi Arabia's 
Arab Light, trading on the spot 
market more than 50 cents below 
its official S29 level. 

Traders said crude oil prices 
were droppbg faster than prices 
for products such as hearing oil 
and gasoline. 

They expected the fall to stop 
when crude prices were low eno- 
ugh to attract refiners hack into 
the market. 


Commodity fund seen in jeopardy 


RO ME (R) — The political will to 
set up an inteniational fund to sta- 
bflise world commodity prices is 
now in doubt, according to the ass- 
istant director general of the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture .Org- 
anisation (FAO). .Mr. Oiether 
Bommer. 

The planned 575ti millioo 
commodity fund was unlikely to 
Stan operating by next January's 
target date, he told a meeting on 
commodity problems here .Mon- 
day. 

"The number of countries that 
have ratified the agreement still 
falls short of the minimum req- 


uired and the prospect of reaching 
the minimum required level of 
capital contributions remains 
equally clouded," he said. 

The January target date was set 
by the sixth session of the United 
Nations Conference on Trade 
Development (UNCTAD) in 
Belgrade earlier this year, seven 
years after negotiaions between 
industrial and developing cou- 
ntries started and four years after 
a preliminary agreement was sig- 
ned. 

In a clear reference to the rough 
free-market views of U.S. Pre- 
sident Reagan and other Western 


industrial leaders, he said progress 
was being stifled by philosophical 
opposition to international com- 
nK^iiy agreements. 

Ratification by at least 9l> cou- 
ntries is required before a SJOO 
million “first window" can start to 
pay out money for price-support 
operations. 

FAO officials said only 6 1 cou- 
ntries of U)8 that signed the fund 
^eemem have so far ratified 
their membership, while donors 
have so far pledged only per 
cent of the initial cash needed. 

The so-called common fund 
would mainly benefit developing 


countries producing foods such as 
coffee and cocoa, and industrial 
raw materials such as rubber and 
tin. 

With the world economy only 
just beginning to recover from 
recession, vlr. Bommer said pro- 
spects for many countries rem- 
ained grim. 

“Even with economic recovery 
the pricesof several major tropical 
products on world markets, such 
as coffee, cocoa and bananas, are 
projected to remain unfavourable 
in real terms.” the FAO official 
said.

\lr. ^larcos said the president's 
sccuriiy would have been assured 
but he understood Nancy Rea- 
gan's opposiiion lo ihe irip fol- 
lowing the vlarch ass- 

a>sinaiion attempt on her husband 
in Washington. 

Vlrs. Reagan was reported lo 
have said she was worried about 
Reagan's safety it he had gone 
aliead with the Nov. 5 visit tol- 
louing weeks of ami-govemmeni 
unrest in the Philippines in which 
l»* people have died and scores 
have been injured. 

The letter said vlr. vlarcns loo- 
ked forward to meeting vlr. Rea- 
gan ai a later stage to "rei- 
nvigorate" relations between the 
two countries. 

The White House announced 
vionday ihai vlr. Reagan's visits 
to the Philippines. Thailand and 
Indonesia had been postponed 
indefinitely because of the pre- 
sident's preoccupation wiili key 
issues in Congress. He would go 
ahead with scheduled trips to 
Japan and South Korea next 
month, it said. 

The Philippines is shocked and 
disappointed that President Rea- 
gan lias postponed indeliniiely a 
planned visit to vlanila. a senior 
foreign ministry oMicial said. 

"Tliis is something of a shock." 
liie oftlcial said, "because wha- 
tever the reasons are lor pos- 
tponing the visit, it will be int- 
erpreted in some quaners as a loss 
ol confidence in the country." 

Poliiical opponents of vlr. vlar- 
cossaid they welcomed the White 
House announcement. 

.Agapiio .Aquino, an opposiiion 
leader and younger brother of the 


murdered former senaror. said: 
** Naiurallv we are happy. We app- 
reciate President Reagan's dec- 
isinn. vlarcos will probably crack 
down on us. but we are prepared 
for that 

He said opposition groups 
would invite vlr. Reagan to visit 
the Philippines when the situation 
was quieter. 

The U.S, business community's 
reaction to the decision was 
mixed. One American said the 
postponement would not have any 
effect at all. 

"1 don't think it would be int- 
erpreted as non-conlldcnce in the 
Philippines." he said. "He t Rea- 
gan i was in a situation where he 
was damned it he did and damned 
if he didn't." 

.A spokesman for a coalition of 
12 opposition groups known as 
L'SIDO said he was not surprised 
bv the decision and said UNIDO 
welcomed the news. 

"The assassination of Aquino 
while in the custody of gov- 
ernment security at Manila Air- 
port should have showm Reagan 
that vlarcos could not provide 
adequate security." he said. 

Sen. Aquino was shot dead as 
he was led by guards from the air- 
liner that brought him home from 
three years of self-imposed exile 
in the United States. 

The death sparked weeks of 
anti-government rallies and riots 
in which in people were killed and 
scores injured, and outbursts aga- 
inst the United States which has 
important military bases in the 
country. 

"Reagan was dearly in a dil- 
emma when it came to the visit 
planned for Nov. 5." one Western 
diplomat said Tuesday. “To go 


lippines pan of his regional tour 
would have been seen as a political 
slap in the face for the gov- 
ernment." he added. 

The ^^'hile House said Pre- 
sident Reagan was also pos- 
tponing visits to Thailand and 
Indonesia because ot his pre- 
occupation with key issues in 
Congress.

U.S. officials said security in the 
Philippines, where 10 people died 
in ami- vlarcos demonstrations, 
had been considered during a 
White House review of trip arr- 
angements. 

Bob Sims, spokesman tor the 
.National Security Council, said 
President .vlarcos felt he could 
guarantee vlr. Reagan's safety but 
the White House would have had 
to review ^curity "every day” 
until the president set foot in vlan- 
ila. 

Bases strike discussed 

Meanwhile. United States amb- 
assador vlichael Armacost and 
Philippines Labour vlinister Bias 
Opie met Tuesday in an effort to 
end an indefiniie strike by about 
•22.011(1 Filipino workers at Ame- 
rican military bases, a U.S. emb- 
assy spokesman said. 

“The talks were private. All we

A Western naval officer said he 
did not expect the strike to affect 
the operational eifeettveness of 
the bases unless the aetton con- 
tinued for some weeks. 

vlr. Flores said the strike was 
not political. It had nothing to do 
with President Reagan's visit to 
the Philippines, now postponed, 
or recent anti-govemmem unrest 
here, he said. 

A Western diplomat said the 
Filipino business community was 
ambivalent over the vi^t. some 
wanting the trip cancelled “for 
old-fashioned anti-American rea- 
sons" and others hoping.thai Pre- 
sident Reagan's presence would 
pressure President viarcos to put 
through political and social ref- 


orms. 

In an apparently conciliatory 
gesture vionday. President Mar- 
cos promised to remove all sec- 
urity forces from vlanila's main 
financial distria of vlakati which 
has been the scene of recent vio- 
lent anti-government riots. 

The president ordered at a cab- 
inet meeting .vionday that special 
liaison groups be set up to conduct 
talks with businessmen, labour 
leaders, the clergy and pro- 
fessionals to strengthen national 
unity. 

A leading Roman Catholic chu- 
rchman who did not want to be 
named told Reuters: “ My own 
view is that this (postponement 
has been quite a blow to the vlar- 
cos leadership. 

“He has always felt that he had 
the great white father (Reagan) 
behind him. Now it seems these 
underpinnings have been knocked 
away. Hopefully, this will make 
President .vlarcos more receptive 
to CanJinal Sin's reconciliation 
formula, because it does not have 
as a precondition the resignation 
of Marcos." 

And a special commission inv- 


esugating the assassination of Sen. 
Aquino will demand that a gov- 
ernment undercover agent give 
evidence, commission sources said 
Tuesday. 

An armed forces statement said 
three days ago that Rosendo Caw- 
igan. 44. was an undercover agent 
who had evidence that Sen. Aqu- 
ino's alleged assassin, named as 
Rolando Caiman, was a com- 
munist guerrilla leader. 

It said Cawigan. who gave evi- 
dence against Sen Aquino in 1972 
when he was charged with sub- 
version. murder and illegal po‘s- .

Slavenburg's double of two 
clubs was tactical — he 
wanted to drive the enemy to 
two hearts. But after he ac- 
complished his mission, he 
and his partner had to defend 
brilliantly to achieve a plus, 


score. 

West led a spade. East 
won the king and correctly 
shifted to a trump to cut 
down club ruffs in dummy. 
Declarer played the king and 
West won the ace. Now if 
We.st does not remove dum- 
my's last trump, declarer will 
get home. He will finesse the 
jack of diamonds, then use 
the diamond entry to dummy 
to take the club finesse. 
After cashing the ace of 
dubs, dedarer can then ruff 
a club to set up the suit and 
land the contract. 

But it would not do to 
return any trump. If West 
returns a low trump, de- 
clarer will have two entries 
to dummy for two club 
finesses, which will allow the 
contract to succeed in a dif- 
ferent way. West solved the 
problem by returmng the 
jack of trumps! 

Dedarer Messed the jack 
of diamonds.

BRIGHTON. England (R) — 
The British Labour Party has 
thrown out five leading Marxist in 
an attempt to improve hs public 
image following its disastrous ele- 
ctoral defeat in June.

Trotskyists intent on infiltrating 
the party and dominating it. 

While the status of the Marxists, 
long a matter of dispute between 
Labour's fouding left and right 
wings, was discussed behind clo- 
sed doors, the inquest over the 
election was performed in the full 
glare of publiciry. 

General-Secretary James .Mor- 
timer said Labour’s image was 
based on a reputation for disunity 
and internal strife. 

The search for unity has dev- 
eloped into the main theme of the 
week-long confere'noe — unity 
around the party's new leader Nefi 
Kinnock. 41. and his deputy. Roy 
Hattersley. Sli. elected on Sunday, 
and unity around socialist policie^ 


Rescued sailor renews attempt 
jto try record ocean crossing 


LONDON (R) — A lone Britbh 
sailor refused to give up his att- 
.empt to cross the Atlantic in a 
bathiub-size yacht after being res- 
cued on the point of starving by a 
Soviet trawler, the Britbh coa- 
stguard service reported. 

It said 4U-year-oId engineer 
Tom McNally told rescuers he had 
been without food and water for 
two weeks when hb 2.08 metre 
boat was found overnight nearly 
1,6U0 k'Jometres off the Land's 
End tip of England. 

Hb boat had not been sighted 
since he left Newfoundland on 
Aug. 16 bound for the En'glbh 
pon of Falmouth. 

The raastguard at Falmouth 
said Britbh and U.S. air force pla- 
nes searched for Mr. McNally. 
When his location was pinpointed. 


a Soviet fishing boat in the area 
went to hb assistance. 

The coastguard radioed Mr. 
McNally aboard the crawler and 
UT^d him to give up hb attempt to 
claim the record for the smallest 
boat crossing the Atlantic fiom 
West to East. 

“He insisted on getting back 
into the boat after being refuelled, 
fed and given supplies by the Rus- 
sians." Che coastguard spokesman 
said. 

The alarm was raised when Mr. 
McNalJy fired distress flares Mon- 
day night as an American air force 
transport plane fiew oA*erhead on 
a routine traos-Atiantic crossing. 

The spokesman doubted that 
Mr. McNally had been entirely 
without food and water for two 
weeks. 


Polish gunman on trial 
says he has ‘no regrets’ 


LAUSANNE. Switzerland (R) — 
A Polbh gunman who seized hos- 
tages at the Poibh embassy last' 
year told a court Tuesday he had 
no regrets. 

“If someone loves his fai-' 
herlaod. he cannot regret that he 
did something for it." Krzysztof 
Wasilew^i told the Swiss Federal 
Court on the second day of his 
trial. 

He b one of four men charged 
with forcible confinement, duress, 
threatening the hostages and 
Sw*i$$ officials, causing bodily 
harm, trespass, blackmail, wilful 
damage and illegally residing in 
Switzerland. 

They held 14 hostages in the 
embassy during an occupation 
from Sept; 6 to 9 last year which 
wras ended without bloodshed by 
Swiss police commandos. 

Mr. WasUewski. like the other 


defendants, emphasised that the 
occupiers had used only relatively 
mild force against their captives. 

He admitted committing for- 
cible confinement, trespass and 
wilful damage. 

He said he could not remember 
ever having made any threats per- 
sonally but acknowledged the hos- 
tages may have understood the 
gunmen's behaviour as such. 

He denied an allegation in the 
indictment that particular threats 
were made against the life of mil- 
itary attache Zygmunt Dro- 
buszweski

Marc Schreuder gave evidence 
against his mother, who was con- 
victed six days ago of murder and 
could have been sentenced to 
death. 

At the trial Monday. Mrs. Sch- 
reuder. 45. waived a right for the 
jury to decide her sentence and 
left the decision to judge Ernest 
Baldwin. 

The prosecution described her 
as a and treacherous woman 
who felt no remorse over the 
death of her father. The defence 
pointed out that she “was not the 
triggerman". 


Airliner incident tops IPU 


SEOUL (Agencies) — South 
Korean President Chun Doo 
Hwan said Tuesday the shooting 
down of a South Korean airliner 
by Soviet fighteis should serve as a 
warning that the danger of a war 
whidi could obliterate mankind' 
lurked everywhere. 

Mr. Chun was speaking at the 
opening ceremony of the atUumn 
conference of the Int-

The sources said other com-, 
munbt countries and non-' 
aligned- nations did not turn up 
after lobbying by North Korea 


which was strongly opposed to the 
IPU meeting being held here. 

A Swiss resolution denouncing 
Moscow for shooting down the 
Korean airliner with 269 people 
aboard was unanimously voted 
onto the agenda for later db- 
cussioQ by the conference. 

Jordan was represented at the 
conference by a parliamentary 
delegation led by Speaker of the 
Upper House Ahmad Al Tar- 
awneh. Arab interparliamentarv 
delegations to the conference 
held a meeting during which they 
discussed topics on the IPU age- 
nda and agreed upon submitting a. 
proposal on the Middle East sit- 
uation. 

As the IPU conference b egan , 
Swiss chief delegate Peter Hcfti 
said: “It b not possible to forget 
the incident which cost the lives of 
269 people on Sept. 1 “ 

The conference also placed on 
the agenda a draft resolution pre-

per cent annual inflation rate.

I egularities in a contract to res- 
chedule S220 million of foreign

SMr. Maschmtz said .Mr. del 
Solar was being held by police and 
the govenunem would “study and 
follow the situation in order to 
take such action as best suits the 
supreme interests of the nation." 

Court sources said Federal 
Judge Frederico Pinto Kramer 
ordered the arrest in order to 
bring charges against Gonzalez 
del Solar in connection with the 
signing of the Aerolineas Aig- 
entinas agreement on Sept. 16.
